In  the 
method  of  war  against  all  advance  njis- 
s onary  movement — I mean  the  methods 
of  attack  which  were  as  common  in  En- 
gland on  Carey  and  Fuller;  in  the  eayly 
days  in  Amerjcn  on  Rice,  Judson  Board- 
man  and  the  others — the  one  result  fol- 
lowed,failure.  Always  failure,  inevitable 
failure,  complete  failure,  for  God  is  the 
God  of  missions,  and  whoever  opposes 
missions,  fights  hot  with  man  but  with 
God.  And  going  with  this,  it  can  be  said 
that  no  one  ma  1 who  sunk  himself  in  the 
great  effort  to  bring  God’s  people  together 
to  serve  Him  worthily  ever  suffered. 

Second,  looking  over  the  field  today,  it 
is  singularly  free  from  fads.  Religious 
fadism  is  always  the  product  of  a weak 
general  Christian  life,  or  else  a deranged 
Christian  life.  I With  the  coming  in  of  same, 
conservative  progress  and  well-rounded 
policies,  fads  faij.

The  question 
was:  “Reasons  why  People  do  not  At- 
teml Church.’*  It  seems  to  lie  a universal 
cry  that  people  do  not  attend  church. 
There  is  a lethargy,  indifference  and  spirit- 
ual dearth  aU  over  our  country.  For  this 
there  are  somle  reasons  ort  causes,  for  we 
never  have  an  effect  without  a cause.  It 
was  argued  tfiat  the  pastors  are  in  a large 
measure  to  blame.  When  tfie  term  pastor  is 
used  ministers  of  all  denominations  are 
meant.  The  |ives  of  the  preachers  do  not 
always  comport  with  their  high  calling,  jl 
He  oftentimes  allows  himself  to  become  en- 
tangled with  the  affairs  of  the  world.  He 
is  sometimes  seen  at  places  of  questiona- 
ble amusement.  When  this  is  the  case  the 
people  lose  that  high  regard  for  him,  they 
should  have.  He  is  their  leader  and  they 
arc  willing  to  follow  one  in  whom  they 
have  the  utmost  confidence.  Then  the 
preacher  is  like  the  rest  of  the  human  fam- 
ily, he  loves  to  be  flattered.  He  courts  the 
favor  of  the  people  and  it  is  frequently  the 
ease  that  be  seeks  to  please  men  rather 
than  God.  He  oftentimes  goes  so  far  as 
to  warp  God’s  truth  in  order  to  avoid  of- 
fending some  prominent  member  in  his 
church  perhaps.  He  can  not  afford  to  an- 
tagonize Deacon  A.  His  “job”  is  at  stake, 
and  he  must  preach  to  suit  the  church, 
rather  than  the  great  Head  of  the  church. 
When  this  is  done,  and  no  one  will  dare 
deny  that  it  is  done,  the  people  lose  respect 
for  the  church  and  it  comes  down  upon  a 
level  with  the  fraternal  orders.  It  was  ar- 
gued that  fraternal  orders  were  churning 
so  much  of  the  time  of  our  people  that 
none  is  left  for  the  worship  at  God’s  house. 

In  the  third  place,  many  of  our  churches 
are  married  to  death.  Our  young  people 
have  married  and  intermarried  those  of  a 
different  faith  which  according,  to  the 
Book  causes  disagreement,  for  it  is  writ- 
ten: “How  can  the}-  walk  together  ex- 
cept they  lie  agreed.”  The  result  is  in  very 
many  cases  they  do  not  walk  together  at 
all  towards  God’s  hotyse.  A fourth  reason

If  our  Baptist  schools  arc  abso- 
lutely controlled  by  a l<K-al  self  perpetua- 
ting  board  of  trustees,  upon  them  rests  the 
responsibility  of  the  school.  They  cannot 
s.iy  to  the  denomination — this  is  your 
school  and  yop  are  under  obligation  to 
support  it,  we  are  your  servants  under 
general  control  and  the  responsibility  is 
upon  you.  Blit  Dr.  McGlothlin  pro- 
poses to  reach  the  end  of  obtaining  de-  We 
nominational  support  by  a different  route.
